Brady Bill,’ 
snubs NRA

WASHINGTON. — The House 
passed legislation Wednesday to 
require a seven-day waiting period 
for handgun purchases in a historic 
break with the powerful National 
Rifle Association. 

The 239-186 vote for the so- 
called Brady Bill came after the 
House rejected, 234-193, an NRA- 
backed plan to require “instant 
checks” of computerized records by 
gun dealers to determine if cus- 
tomers were convicted criminals. 

James S. Brady, the former 
White House press _ secretary 
wounded in the assassination at- 
tempt on President Reagan 10 
years ago, cheered from the gallery 
as the measure that bears his name 
was approved. Despite the vote, 
the measure faces an uncertain fu- 
ture in the Senate. 

And President Bush has vowed 
to veto the bill unless it is incorpo- 
rated into an overall crime bill that 
includes provisions unpalatable to 
many liberal lawmakers, including 
an expansion of the federal death 
penalty and a limitation on federal 
court petitions by state prisoners 
on death row. House Democratic

Nu Skin given more time 
to comply with Michigan law

Nu Skin International has been given an extension. 

Michigan Attorney General Frank Kelly extended Nu 
Skin’s Wednesday deadline to present the state with 
changes it will make to put the company in compliance 
with Michigan law. 

The Provo based company has been under investigation 
in Michigan for operating an illegal pyramid scheme. 

Nu Skin spokesman Jason Chaffetz said the extension 
was granted when a Nu Skin official in Michigan, who has 
acted as a liaison to the Michigan attorney general’s office, 
was faced with a family medical emergency. “They were 
very understanding about it and gave us an extension,” 


Chaffetz said. “We hope that it won’t be for too long.” 

Chris DeWitt, director of communications for the Mich- 
igan attorney general, said the extension was given no 
specific time period. “It’s just for a few days,” DeWitt 
said. In an interview last week, DeWitt said Nu Skin’s 
operation fit Michigan’s definition of a pyramid scheme. 

In a pyramid scheme, participants make money by 
recruiting new members and not through sales. 

Farah Mahi, public information director for the Utah 
attorney general’s office, said Utah’s legal definition of a 
pyramid is different than Michigan’s. 

“Our laws, as for as multi-level marketing is concerned, 
are very different than Michigan’s,” Mahi said. 

DeWitt said if Nu Skin makes the necessary changes, 
the Michigan attorney general will not file a lawsuit.

Bush hopeful as Baker returns to Syria 


WASHINGTON — President Bush said Wednesday he was “moderately 
optimistic” about the new Middle East peace mission Secretary of State James 
A. Baker III will begin this weekend, but stopped short of predicting a 
breakthrough. 

The president did not explain his upbeat forecast, telling reporters at anews 
conference, “You have to use some quiet diplomacy, which Secretary Baker is 
very effectively using.” 

Baker will be looking for help from the Soviet Union in arranging peace talks 
even as Foreign Minister Alexander A. Bessmertnykh is stressing Kremlin 
support for “the Arab cause.” Baker, who was unable to set up negotiations on 
three trips to the area in March and April, is flying to Syria Friday night to try 
again. He will go to Egypt, Jordan and Israel searching for an accord on a 
format and an agenda. Bush’s optimism extended a string of positive state- 
ments by the president and Baker on the Middle East situation. They have not 
explained the marked change in tone since Baker ended his last trip April 26. 

Leaving Jerusalem that day for home, Baker issued a statement blaming 
Israel for scant progress and saying he would need “some answers” from 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s government before deciding whether to 
keep at it. 

“T wouldn’t say breakthrough, but cause for optimism,” Bush said of Baker’s 
latest venture. 


Flood covers Louisiana homes, farms 


BASTROP, La. — Flooding caused by days of rain in northern Louisiana 
has exacted a heavy toll in rural Morehouse Parish, driving people out of their 
homes and covering rich farmland that should be ready for planting. 

Half of Bonita, a village of about 500 people near the Arkansas state line, lay 
under water Wednesday. Only earthworks built to elevate a railroad track 
kept the water from swallowing the whole town. 

Residents have been without clean running water or sewage treatment for 
about a week, officials said. The state health department this week began 
offering cholera and typhoid shots at health units here and in Ouachita Parish 
to the south. 

Adding to the problems were reports of poisonous snakes swimming 


through residential areas and fire ants on floating chunks of earth, Bonita. 


Police Chief Tom Taylor said. 

Thousands of homes and hundreds of thousands of farm acres have been 
flooded in northern Louisiana since the middle of last month. Damage has been 
estimated at $46.9 million. 


USX angered with Hatch, Cannon says 


SALT LAKE CITY — Geneva Steel President Joseph Cannon has testified 
that he angered USX officials when he sought assistance from Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, fearing his deal to buy the aging steel mill was falling apart. 

Cannon’s testimony Tuesday came in the eighth week of a U.S. District 
Court trial on a lawsuit filed by former Geneva steelworkers who claimed USX 
sold the mill in 1987 to cheat them of pension benefits. 

Cannon said he did not know what the Republican senator told then-USX 
Chief Executive Officer David M. Roderick, but that “in one way or another he 
intervened.” 

Cannon testified that the night before the business coalition of Basic Manu- 
facturing & Technology of Utah was to close the deal on July 31, 1987, a lender 
* backed out. 

. He said he told Frank Adams, USX vice president of accounting and 
finance, he didn’t think they could close. 
“My recollection is that he was visibly angered,” Cannon said. 
Cannon indicated he was worried that USX would respond by shutting off

. Male mice made from female embryos 


NEW YORK — Scientists have created male mice from female embryos by 
injecting a gene into fertilized eggs, showing that the gene is the long-sought 
“sex trigger” that determines gender, a study says. 

Two embryos developed male sex organs, and a third grew up to show 
normal male mating behavior. The gene appears to regulate the activity of 
other genes. 

There is no doubt that in mice and humans, the gene “clearly has a pivotal 
sex-determining role” as part of the switch that turns on male development, 
said Dr. David Page of the Howard Hughes Medical Institute at the White- 
head Institute in Cambridge, Mass. 

Although research is in its early stages, agricultural companies have al- 
ready''asked about manipulating the sex of farm animals, study co-authdr 
Robin Lovell-Badge said in a telephone interview. Lovell-Badge'‘of the Medi- 
cal Research Council National Institute for Medical Research in London, said 
he expected no application in human reproduction. 


Chances slim of girl contracting AIDS 


SALT LAKE CITY — The possibility is minuscule that a child who pricked 
her finger with a syringe found in a school yard will be exposed to the virus that 
causes AIDS, a state health official said. 

However, the child’s parents are taking precautions to protect the 12-year- 
old girl against the deadly ailment and other diseases that can be passed by 
syringes. The sixth-grader at Mountain View Elementary pricked her right 
thumb Monday when she dropped the syringe and attempted to pick it up 
again. The girl reportedly told a teacher’s aide about the syringe, and the aide 
told her to pick it up. 

The Salt Lake School District is investigating the incident and has put a 
teacher aide on leave pending the outcome, said Sherry Clark, district 
spokeswoman. The child’s parents believe the aide acted unwisely and have 
retained a lawyer to protect them in case of any adverse outcome. 

Geoff Wertzberger, director of the Bureau of HIV—AIDS Prevention and 
Control in the State Health Department, said the risk of contracting disease 
from contact with a contaminated needle is extremely small.

City wants 16 low-income units built

The Orem City Council passed a 
motion Tuesday to continue with 
plans to apply for the development of 
16 additional units of low-income 
housing. 

Gene Carly, executive director of 
the Utah County Housing Authority, 
presented a plan to either construct 
new units or rehabilitate existing 
ones with Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment funding. He said the ideal sit- 
uation would be to build new housing 
units since rehabilitating old units 
would not create more housing for 
those in need. 

Carly also made a request for Orem 
to contribute surplus land to help re- 
duce the cost of development. The 
land could either be used for the hous- 
ing units or traded for other locations.

Families and BYU students who 
qualify for low-income housing, and 
have three or more children, would be 
put on a waiting list for the units, 
Carly said. 

Families that spend more than 50 
percent of their income on rent, live in 
substandard housing, are disabled or 
are about to be made homeless would 
be given priority. 

The units would be 3-4 bedroom du- 
plexes located throughout the com- 
munity. 

Carly said a consortium of cities is 
needed to qualify for funds. Provo has 
agreed with HUD to be the lead 
agency. The group would include 
Orem, Provo, Spanish Fork, 
Springville, Lindon, Pleasant Grove 
and American Fork. These cities 
would work together to solve some of 
the low-income housing needs for 
Utah County.

“Me thinks Toto, we’re not in Kansas 
anymore.” Another writer devoted 
an entire chapter in his book on Mor- 
monism to censorship at BYU. 

Rolling Stone magazine entitled its 
1983 article on BYU “Prigging Out.” 
“Drinking, smoking, premarital sex; 
they’re all taboo,” the article said. 
“Obedience, not thought, is re- 
warded, and snitches are the big men 
on campus.” 

These views of BYU come from an 
outside perspective. But how does 
BYU view itself from the inside? And 
what changes have BYU students 
gone through since the days when 
women students were kicked out of 
class for wearing pants. 

The Associate Dean of the Commu- 
nications Department, Dallas Bur- 
nett has been at BYU since 1958, and 
attended as a student in the 40s. Bur- 
nett said students haven’t changed 
much over the years. 

Erin Bigler was a student at BYU 
from 1967 to 1974 and returned this 
year as a professor of psychology. Bi- 
gler is another professor that said stu- 
dents haven’t changed much. 

Letters to the Editor in The Daily 
Universe support Burnett’s and Bi- 
gler’s opinions. 

In the 1969 and 1970 school years 
students complained about ASBYU, 
seating in the Wilkinson Center, food, 
cleaning up Utah Lake and that more 
censoring was needed at the showing 
of Planet of the Apes in the Varsity 
Theater. 

One student wrote about marriage 
on Feb. 10, 1970, saying, “Student 
ward members are consistently being 
brainwashed to prepare themselves 
for a temple marriage ... the school 
paper is infiltrated with numerous 
ads for wedding rings.” 

This year students have com- 
plained about some of the same things 
in their Letters to the Editor. 

Craig Carter attended BYU from 
1975 to 1981. He said students didn’t 
change much over the six years he 
was in school. “BY U is closely associ- 
ated with the Church, (The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints), 
and the church doesn’t change much,” 
he said. 

One example of this lack of change 
was highlighted in Rolling Stone’s ar- 
ticle. “Most undergraduates accept 
BYU’s role as a church school and 
respect the all-pervasiveness of the 
church. The byproduct, professors 
note, is that students tend to be 
uniquely accepting of their instruc- 
tion and seldom challenge what they 
are toid.” 

Bigler said students don’t challenge 
as much as they should. He said stu- 
dents don’t challenge because of a re- 
spect for authority that most LDS 
children learn when they are young. 

Charlene Winters was a student

from 1968 to 1973. She works in Pub- 
lic Communications and is a part-time 
instructor teaching newswriting in 
the Communications Department. 
“The student body isn’t that substan- 
tially different,” she said. Winters 
said she couldn’t make a blanket 
statement about students. However, 
Winters said while most students ap- 
peared interested in the material, 
they did not challenge the information 
very much. “I was amazed as a 
teacher how much they empowered 
me,” she said. 

Rolling Stone’s outside view of 
BYU, in this instance, is the same 
view that BY U professors have. 

Although Winters, Bigler and oth- 


ers said students are basieally the: 


same, they all said BYU has gone 
through some significant changes. 
They said the perceptions people 
have of women students, the relaxing 
of the dress code and vocal dissent of 
the Persian Gulf War have been some 
of the biggest changes at BYU. 
Bigler said student booths oppos- 
ing the Vietnam War wouldn’t have 
been allowed on campus when he was 
a student. Winters said she was 
kicked out of class once for wearing

pants. Bigler said many people had 
the view when he was a student that 
women were at BYU just to get mar- 
ried. These changes are also reflected 
through student’s views in their Let- 
ters to the Editor. 

After Thad Barkdull wrote in 
February about women at BYU as 
“daughters of our Heavenly Father,” 
and “future wives of our fellow men,” 
two letters were printed in response 
calling the student’s views sexist. 

One student wrote back, “Women 
are not objects for marriage. They are 
51 percent of the human race and de- 
serve to be treated as humans by 
their male counterparts.” Another 
student said Barkdull was “ex- 
tremely” sexist and would be so until 
he learned to treat women like peo- 
ple. 

Bigler said 20 years ago students 
complained about free agency, reli- 
gion and the dress code. Students in 
the 90s complain about the same 
things. As long as the school is owned 
by the Church and the majority of 
BYU students are LDS, the students 
will still be complaining about the 
same things. The students will still be 
“basically the same.”

House becomes home for BYU film

The Johnson House is located, liter- 
ally, off the beaten path. Situated on 
the backlot of the BYU Motion Pic- 
ture Studio, the house is the creative 
center of BYU’s film department. 
Within its walls BYU’s film students 
practice their craft. 

“Tt’s more like a singles bar for film 
students,” said Tristan Whitman, 22, 
a junior majoring in film from 
Springville. Whitman is the student 
coordinator of the Johnson House, 
which contains all the equipment 
BYU film students need to transform 
a good idea into a finished film 
product. The house was donated sev- 
eral years ago to BYU by a family 
called the Johnsons. “The name just 
stuck, I guess,” said Whitman. 

The house has several rooms that 
each have their own function and pur- 
pose in the film creation process. 

Two rooms act as a storage area for 
cameras, lighting equipment, micro- 
phones and various other equipment 
which is used for the filming of stu- 
dent projects. 

Sixteen millimeter or 35 millimeter 
refer to the width of the finished film 
negative, said Whitman. “Most of the 
big film producers use 35 millimeter 
today, but its four times as expensive 
as 16 millimeter film,” he said. BYU 
students use 16 millimeter film be- 
cause of its cost effectiveness. 

Five rooms of the Johnson House 
are dedicated to the time consuming 
process of film editing. After shooting 
of the film is finished, the film is 
developed by a film laboratory in Col- 
orado. Students then must work with 
two separate reels of negatives — one 
sound reel and one negative reel. 

Students work on _ so-called 
“flatbed” editing machines. The ma- 
chines consist of a small viewing 
screen and two spools for both sound 
and film reels.

The reels must be matched, and 
then the editing process can begin. 
Students select the scenes which they 
feel will work best, and then cut and 
tape, or splice, both reels at the same 
point. 

For a film production class, stu- 
dents are required to edit a fight 
scene from the TV show “Gunsmoke.” 
Students are graded on their ability 
to effectively combine several angles 
of the fight. 

After the editing process, students 
are allowed to preview their films in 
the “screening room,” which consists 
of four walls,a film projector and sev- 
eral mismatched chairs. Fellow film

students often gather at such pre- 
views and critique each others work, 
said Whitman. 

But the Johnson House serves an- 
other, more useful purpose which lies 
above and beyond the mechanics of 
filmmaking. 

Nearly 200 students are enrolled in 
the BYU Theatre and Film depart- 
ment, said Steve Olpin, 26, a senior 
majoring in film from Los Angeles, 
Calif. Mix these students with the 
Johnson House and what results is a 
situation which can lead to lifetime 
friendships, he said. 

Students sometimes spend “all- 
nighters” editing their projects, said 


Whitman. During these sessions, stu- 
dents often manage to discuss every- 
thing from Near-Eastern philosophy 
to mountain biking. “The whole film 
department is like a great big ex- 
tended family,” Olpin said. 

Charles Metten, a faculty member 
of the Theatre and Film Department, 
said the Johnson House provides a 
valuable opportunity for film stu- 
dents. 

“Tt lets the film kids get film under 
their skin. They get to see what the 
inside of the filmmaking industry 
looks like, and I think it makes them 
appreciate their art just that much 
more,” he said.

red tape and political intrigue, relief 
workers and officials say. 

“Tran’s like the Wild West — every- 
body’s got his own rules ... and every- 
body wants to grab their own piece of 
it for their own interests at the ex- 
pense of the refugees,” said Omar 
Bakhet, head of the U.N. High Com- 
mission for Refugees in Tehran. 

“It is happening but not in an orga- 
nized manner,” he said of the wide- 
spread irregularities. “Each institu- 
tion is doing it for its own ends.” 

Government and religious leaders 
in Iran accuse the West of ignoring 
the more than 1 million Kurdish 
refugees for political reasons and of 
sending outdated food and second- 
hand supplies. They have called such 
shipments insulting and have threat- 
ened to return them. 

But dozens of relief workers inter- 
viewed over a two-week period said 
their operations were being seriously 
hampered by the Iranians. 

Most relief workers spoke only on 
condition their names and organiza- 
tions were not identified. They said 
they feared what would happen to the 
aid effort if they publicly criticized 
Iran. 

They said they hope to continue 
trying to help the refugees, but many 
believe the only way is to circumvent 
official channels. 

Officials at the United Nations 
High Commission for Refugees in 
Tehran say at least 1,000 refugees are 
dying daily in the camps, but they 
could not be more specific because fig- 
ures are incomplete. 

Many aid workers commended the 
early efforts of the Iranian Red Cres- 
cent, which at the beginning cared

Butterflies bug out, 
migrate to Canada 


Insects wing their way through Utah

Students starting spring term may 
have noticed an increase of bugs 
splattering their windshields. This 
has been caused by a migration of mil- 
lions of butterflies through Utah. 

W. Levi Phillips, supervisor for the 
Monte L. Bean Life Science Mu- 
seum’s butterfly collection, said these 
Painted Lady butterflies are passing 
through Utah on their way to Canada. 

The butterfly is also called the “cos- 
mopolitan” butterfly because it is in 
practically every country in the 
world, he’said. \ 

“It is the most widely distributed of 
any butterfly there is.” 

Phillips said lepidopterists (butter- 
ly specialists) roughly estimate a 
density of 70 million butterflies mi- 
grating within 50 square miles. The 
butterflies fly in bunches and have 
been the largest migration group 
since 1973. 

Phillips said the butterflies make 
their way through Utah during April 
and end their migration in July as far 
north as the Hudson. Bay area in 
Canada. He said the butterflies stop 
and lay eggs as they migrate, and 
then many of them stay here to live. 

The butterflies originate in Mexico, 
said Clyde Gillette, founder of the 
Utah Lepidopterists’ Society. They 
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migrate because “they overrun their 
food supply, and the females cannot 
find any areas to lay their eggs,” he 
said. 

Gillette said the butterflies are un- 
dergoing an extreme population ex- 
plosion. When the females cannot find 
food for the caterpillars, they have an 
urge to move toward the poles, he 
said. Butterflies in the northern 
hemisphere move north, and the but- 
terflies in the southern hemisphere 
move south. 

The butterflies do not migrate ev- 
ery year, Gillette said. “They only mi- 
grate when the conditions are right,” 
he said. 

This migration should have two 
positive aspects on the environment, 
Gillette said. First, the butterflies 
feed on thistle, which is a bane to 
farmers. Second, they nectar the fruit 
trees to get energy. This helps fruit 
farmers, he said. : 

Gillette said the only detriment the 
butterflies have on the environment 
is they eat commercial bean crops. 

The population has been reduced 
by parasitism on the larvae by other 
insects, and the road kill has been 
very heavy, Gillette said.
